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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a differential unit having a bearing spacer with the claimed structural 
shape. For example, the Japanese reference 63-72915 teaches a bearing spacer (5) 
having a protruding section in the shape of an arch that extends in a radial direction 
towards a shaft. However, the Japanese reference does not teach the spacer having a 
greater cross section thickness at the protruding section (claim 27) or the protruding 
section being arched inwardly along the entire length of the tubular spacer (claims 31 
and 48).
